the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce to the Dominion govern- 
ment against the issue by the 

Alberta Social Credit govern- 
ment of so-called Prosperity Cer- 
tificates, which, if circulated or 
used as a cubstitute for money 
is a violation of section 138 of the 
Bank Act, and an illegal act. 

The issue of the certificates ac- 
eording to some authorities is also 
a violation of the constitution, 
which gives the Dominion exclu- 
sive control of currency 


CATCH HERE 

The enforcement of law and 
prosecution for infractions lies with 
the attorney-general of the prov- 
ince, so that in the strict inverpres 
tation of law the attorney-general | 
should enter action against his own 
Premier or provincial treasurer 


The Bank of Canada which has| 
the exclusive right to issue cur- 
rency save that delegated to the| 
chartered banks, does not intend to 
become involved in the affair. If 
Bank of Canada money is counter- 
feited the responsibility is on the 
attorney generals to arrest and 
prosecute the offenders. The same

CROP CHANCE 
FOR CANADA 


Alberta Declined 52 Per 
Cent.—Dominion Loss 
45 Per Cent. 


OTTAWA, Aug. 8.—The Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics today 
issued a nation-wide crop survey 
showing July “enters the record 
as one of the most disastrous ex- 
periences of farmers in the cen- 
tral part of the Dominion.” It 
estimated the spring wheat pros- 
pects declined 45 per cent during 
the month, the eighth successive 
July in which they were lowered. 


It said condition figures were well 
maintained in the maritime pro- 
vinces, Quebec and British Colume- 
bia, but dr in the central 
areas effe harp reduct in 
the domini gures ™ were all 
considerably below the ng-lime 
averages at the end of July.

Brantford, Ont., to beck! 
Back Over 60 Years On 
Monday — Call Sent

BRANTFORD, Ont., Aug. &— 
Brantford will look back Monday 
over the 60 years since the 
world’s first long-distance tele- 
phone message was sent over the 
wires of the Dominion Telegraph 
Company between Brantford and 
Paris, seven miles distant. It was | 
sent Aug. 10, 1876, 

On the Paris end of the line was 
Alexander Graham Bell, who two 
years before, while a resident of 
Brantford, conceived the idea of ex- 
citing a metal membrane by elec- 
trical impulse, to transmit the vis | 
brations of the human voice. On | 
the other end of the one-way set | 
were his father, Prof. Alexander | 
Melville Bell, and an uncle, Prof. | 
David C, Bell. 


TESTED PREVIOUSLY | 
At his Brantford home at Tutela | 
Heights and Boston, Bell had 
tested the device previously.

Mr. Bennett thinks judges stay on the bench 
too Jong, and the older cnes should be retired 
and replaced by younger men, He argues that 
the younger ones could get through cases faster, 
and the country would need fewer judges, 
which may be s0. 

In the dispensing of justice, however, speed 
is not everything. Quality counts more than 
quantity when judgments are being handed out 
and penalties imposed. At least it has not been 
shown that younger judges give better judg- 
ments than older ones, or exercise their punitive 
powers with more even temper. 

But if retirement is to be compulsory, why 
limit the rule to judges? There are old men in 
all the professions, in business, in trades— 
many of whom would gladly retire if they had 
anything to retire on. They have worked as 
hard as any judge, have got less for it, but must 
continue to eke out an existence someway with 
their failing powers until they are seventy 
years of age—when, if they can prove they have 
nothing to live on, the country will give them 
a pittance of $20 a month to keep soul and body 
together 

If judges are too old at 65, so are these 
others. If judges at that age have earned a rest, 
so have the others. If the country owes the 
judges a superannuation allowance, then it owes 
these others an allowance also, sufficient for a 
decently comfortable living 


THERE ARE OTHER ROADS 

Calgary's tax rate has finally been set at 56 
mills, the other 1% mills needed to meet the 
estimated expenditures for the year to be met 
by economies and by raising rates for light and 
other utility services. 

Refunding has for the time been dropped, 
but the Utility Commission will be asked to 
make a survey of the city’s position, which may 
be preliminary to an attempt to reconstruct the 
debt by some other method. Edmonton, which 
secured a similar refunding amendment to its 
charter, is by inference likewise prevented trom 
using this as a means to bring down the bond 
interest rates Since Calgary failed in the 
attempt to reduce rates by direct action, the pre- 
sumption is Edmonton could not do so 

Should the Commission find that refunding 
is an urgent necessity to maintain the stability 
of Calgary, Edmonton—with similar burdens of 
relief and excess interest charges—could hardly 
be denied an equal claim to easement. That one 
road has been closed by the courts does not 
mean no other road is open

That was very good news flashed over the 
wires of the nation on Thursday night, an- 
nouncing that Hon. Lucien Maynard, youthful 
minister in charge of Social Credit measures 
had bought himself a new white shirt and a 
blue and gray striped tie for $1.87 in a First 
Street store 

It is always a matter for congratulation 
when ministers of the crown buy new white 
shirts and blue and gray striped ties, especially 
when they can get the dual adornment for the 
manly chest for the modest price of $1.87, in- 
cluding the 2 per cent provincial government 
sales tax. 

But there are two further and more im- 
portant elements in the $1.87 purchase for which 
the Minister deserves congratulation. In the 
first place the store accepted two of the $1 
Prosperity Certificates on which it or subse- 
quent holders will have to pay retirement 
stamps equalling 52% of the face value per 
year, although the shirt and tie were supposedly 
good value for $1.87 

In the second place the Minister is to be 
congratulated on receiving 13 cents change in 
the lawful money of Canada. This was a special 
concession to the Minister. Ordinary members 
of the public will not receive currency in 
change, but will receive paper credit slips which 
may be applied on subsequent purchases. 

Ordinarily it is the duty of a young and 
handsome Minister of the Crown who buys a 
new white shirt and a blue and gray striped tie 
for $1.87, to don the sartorial combination and 
give the populace an eyeful. In this particular 
instance, Hon. Lucien Maynard has a higher 
duty to observe. He should place the new white 
shirt and the blue and gray striped tie, together 
with the receipt for $1.87 and the change in 
lawful money of Canada, in the archives of 
Alberta. They are destined to have an historic 
value far beyond their present intrinsic value 
of $1.87 in Prosperity Certificate money. They 
may mark the time when the people of western 
Canada printed and taxed themselves into 
financial freedom. 

Instead of the present crest of the province 
showing a wheat field backed by snow capped 
mountains, we may yet see a shirt-tail rampant 
on a Prosperity Certificate as the emblem of the 
new Alberta. 


By way of amends at many a mean crack 
in this column at the Hearst publications, let 
me print an excerpt from the letter of a sailor 
relative.

Summer Squash 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The summer squash a member of the 


gourd family, along with cucumbers and melons. 
It is the same as the vegetable marrow of 
Europe and Canada, and is almost exactly like 
the edible gourds used in Spain and India. 

As one cook has said, “Summer squash is 
mostly water — but what 
water!” For this reason it 
makes a good cleansing, cool- 
ing summer vegetable. It is 
a very delicious addition to 
the everyday diet. Summer 
squash may be secured in 
most parts of the country 
during the season and should 
be used as much as possible 
when available. 

Several varieties are used: 
Some are scalloped, some 
flat, some round, some crooknecked, some yel- 
low, some white. The taste is very agreeable, 
being mild and bland. The squash of this group 
belongs to the non-starchy vegetable class and 
may be combined well with either a starch meal 
or a protein meal 

One particular kind of little summer squash 
called Italian squash or Zucchini is green with 
stripes. Inside it is yellowish to white. It is 
used a great deal in Italy. These squashes may 
not be obtained in every market but they are 
finely flavored when used young and are ten- 
der and of delicate taste. Summer squash are 
classed with the alkaline foods. 

Squash has a number of qualities to commend 
it to the cook. It does not cost much, and does 
not take long to cook. Since it cooks very 
quickly it does not warm up the kitchen on a 
summer day. It needs no long preparation, and 
does not even require the removal of the skin 
as the skin mashes up easily when cooked. The 
seeds are left in it, It should be washed, diced, 
and cooked in very little water, just enough to 
cover it so that too much of the flavor does 
not cook out into the water. If carefully watched 
it is often possible to cook squash by cutting it 
up and adding no water at all, using a little 
butter instead. Squash cooked in this way will 
be sweeter and will lack that watery flavor 
which clings to a squash which has gone to a 
watery grave in the pan before it reaches the

table. Most summer squash is cooked in too 
much water, which renders it tasteless and 
unpalatable. 


As summer squash is a non-starchy vege- 
table it may be combined with almost any other 
kind of food, and it, therefore, lends itself 
easily to many mixtures with other vegetables 

Summer squash is a desirable luncheon dish 
or may be used at the evening meal with meat. 
If you fee] hungry, take a second helping of this 
vegetable and use it to “fill-up” on rather than 
taking a second helping of meat or dessert. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: S. B. R. wants to know: “Why 
is it necessary for the patient who is having 
an examination with the fluoroscope to come to 
the doctor's office for two days? It seems to me 
that the whole thing could be finished in one 
day.” 

ANSWER: The patient will benefit to a 
greater extent if the examination is extended 
over the two-day period. The reason for this 
is that the first day the barium meal which is 
taken just prior to the examination will be seen 
in the stomach and after the stomach has 
emptied, in the upper part of the small intes- 
tine. The second day, a study can be made of 
the large intestine. You must remember that 
‘the barium meal must pass through some thirty 
feet of alimentary tract and a thorough doctor 
will check its passage at various points. 

QUESTION: J. A. A. asks: “What causes 
cramps while swimming, and are there any 
means of preventing them?” 


ANSWER: There are several causes of 
cramps while swimming: among them are: 
Swimming too soon after eating, overeating, 


over-fatigue, etc. To determine the cause in any 
individual case would require an examination, 
of course, but general preventive measures sug- 
gest themselves from the above named causes.

During the week-ends and on 
holidays they are visited by many 
friends with the gathering at the 
colony sometimes reaching num- 
bers over 100, who gather round | 
a campfire, singing, talking and | 
toasting sizzling hot dogs.

The five or so tents of each group | 
focus on a central meeting place | 
which has become the hub of the 
little community.

Reprints— Impressions from 
origine! plates, blocks, or stones 
from which the stamps were print 
ed, taken after the issue of the 
stamps to the post offices has ceas- 
ed; impressions, that Is, printed not 
for use as stamps, but as specimens | 
or curiosities, for sale to collectors 
or otherwise. 

Resetting—Implies the rearrange- 
ment of the separate pieces 
which a design is composed, or of 
the separate cliches of which a 
plate is made up, or of the type 
composing a print or surcharge, 

Retouching—A term used to im- 
ply alterations made to details of a

Let me cite the case of the men 
who work for the AS.P.C.A. in 
New York City. Since the begin- 
ning of this fine society, its agents 
have handled thousands of dogs 
under all conditions and in the 
course of their work, h ve been 
bitten many times, but not one case 
has resulted fatally. From my 
| years of experience and observa- 
tion I say that I do not believe one 
dog in a thousand, that has been 
dubbed mad was so in fact. Fits, 
caused by worms or acute indiges- 
tion or frenzied fear, have brought 
to many a dog an untimely end 
from a revolver bullet. when the 
poor animal was not mad at all 


BOARD WALK INCIDENT 

Take an incident on the 
walk at Atlantic City a few 
ago Men and women on the 
famous promenade, gazing into 
shop windows or walking or being 
pushed in chairs, were electrified 
by the shout of “mad dog!” Down 
the walk raced a dog, foam drop- 
ping from its jaws, while every 
now and then paused, worked 
frantically at mouth, and then 
resumed its aimless frenzied 
course. The crowd in panic scur- 
ried all directions, seeking 
refuge shops, alleys, hotel en 
trances, etc one or two even 
climbing awning poles 

A policeman came rushing up 
with drawn gun, intent on putting 
an end to this dire menace to hu- 
man life and safety. The dog fur- 
ther crazed by the shouts and 
tumult turned into a blind alley 
and was cornered Just as the 
puffing bluecoat was taking aim up 
came, a man well known in the 
dog world, who had been attracted 
by the cries and shouts, arrived 
Asking the officer to withhold his| 
| fire, he fearlessly approached the | 
crazed animal with kindly words in| 
soothing tones He examined the 
dog and discovered the cause of its 
actions.

Thus a report that a dog that had 
bitten someone was mad _ has 
sometimes been incorrect and has, 
I believe caused undue worry and 
fear, and many easily have brought 
about a condition in the person bit- 
which may have ended fatally, 
or at least seriously retarded a 
normal healing of the wound 

Far be it from me to have the 
inference drawn that I suggest 
that such a report be ignored by 
anyone having been bitten by a 
dog suspected cf being rabid. By 
all means take the proper precau-

Remember in the first place that 
a dog seldom bites except for cause,
